This is a lesson so simple that a 


child of tender years can understand. 
The teacher's work will be mainly to 
point out the riches of its content, not 
to explain difficulties. 
The position 


of the Psalm determines its value. It 
is preceded by the Psalm of the 
Cross. Only those who are under the 
power of the cross can claim its 
promises. 
There are no green pas- 


tures to those who have not seen 
Christ on the cross. 


The relationship of the Lord to his 


children is set forth in this Psalm as: 


I. The Divine Shepherd (w. 1-4). 
The teacher should thoroughly fa- 


miliarize himself with the life and 
service of a shepherd. As our shep- 
herd, 


1. He feeds his sheep (w. 1, 2). 


The "green pastures" are for nourish- 
ment. The Lord always provides food 
for his own sheep, both temporal and 
spiritual. 
He gives us our daily 


bread, but our highest and best food 
is Christ, the Bread sent down from 
heaven for our souls (John 6:58), of 
\\hich if we eat we shall live forever. 


2. He gives rest (v. 2). He not only 


gives food, but he maketh his sheep 
to lie do\\n. 
When the sheep have 


been satisfied with iood thej lie down 
to rest. 
Our finite natures lequire 


rest—y*e cannot go on forever, so the 
Divine Shepheid has arranged rest- 
| ing places on the v\ay, two oi which 
die night and the Sabbath. IIo\\ sweet 
thej both are to the Child of God! 
Sometimes he make^> us to take en- 
toiced rest. It is most comforting to 
kuow that when he makes us lie down 
it is in the green pastures, not on the 
dusty road or the locky mountain side. 
Our shepherd sometimes leads us over 
steep and rocky roads, but this is in 
order that we may reach the spots of 
green pa.sture. 


3. He keeps the sheep in safety (v. 


3). He restores our souls. The rest 
by the still water results in the 
restoration of bodily and spiritual 
strength. In the times of quiet he re- 
stores the spiritual life by the feeding 
upon God through his Word and means 
of grace. 
The restored soul is led 


into the paths of righteousness, that 
is, in the performance of labor for 
him. We ha%e been saved not merely 
for our pleasure, but that we might 
do his good pleasure, that is, Ixis work. 
We are saved to serve. 


4. He guides the sheep in times of 


danger (v. 4). He goes with his own 
through danger and trials. There is 
no night so dark or sea so stormy but 
what we can hear the voice of the 
Divine Shepherd saying, "Be 
not 


afraid, it is I." May we have ears to 
hear! 


5. He comforts his sheep in sorrow 


(v. 4). 
The rod was used by the 


shepherd to count his sheep. Passing 
under the shepherd's rod was the sign 
of ownership. Such acknowledgment 
would greatly comfort, even though 
the rod was the instrument which 
caused the sorrow. The conscious- 
ness that it was laid on by the lov- 
ing shepherd's hand would turn the 
rod which smote to a staff to lean upon.

Tne plan to operate systems of au- 


totruck lines In connection with the 
steamboat service on the Columbia 
and Willamette rivers In the north- 
west section of the United States 
opens up interesting possibilities as *to 
what may be done in thus combining 
land and river transportation sys- 
tems in, other parts of the world. The 
establishment of auto-bus lines as 
feeders to railroad systems has re- 
sulted in great benefit to both rail- 
roads and rural populations, but up 
to the present time auto lines as feed- 
ers for the river steamboat routes 
have not been put into operation. In 
fact 
the 
lack 
of 
such 
tributary 


streams of traffic in the case of river 
lines is regarded as one of the causes 
for the gradual decline of river com- 
merce in its competition with railroad 
service, 
in 
different 
parts of ' the 


world. 
It- is regarded as possible, 


therefore, that with "the-extension of 
such auto lines towns on navigable 
streams, that were once flourishing 
but which are now somnolent, will be 
revived through the refreshing cur- 
rents of commercial life, says Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. 
It is pointed 


out that with the development of a 
more efficient motorboat service than 
has been realized in recent years, even 
small streams may thus lend them- 
selves to the promotion of quickened 
commercial and social -Intercourse.

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GOOSE MEAT IS NUTRITIOUS 


Fowls Will Be Found 
Profitable 


Regions of Cheap Land and 


Abundant Pasturage.

If the goose of the fable was able 


to lay a golden egg there is no reason 
why her progeny of the present era 
can'not repeat this miracle in a more 
concrete form. ' Goose meat is" nutri- 
tious and palatable and not greasy 
when properly cooked,- and an exten- 
sion of goose raising in-, the regions 
of cheap land where pasturage is 
abundant is a suggested source of 
cheaper meat. 


Geese are raised chiefly in the South 


and middle West, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see, Missouri and Arkansas being the 
chief supply sources. During the clecX 
ade-ending in 1910 the total number of 
geese declined 22 per cent, largely be- 
cause of the lack of cheap pasture 
and the limited demand for goose 
feathers and goose flesh. 


The Toulouse, Bmden, Chinese. and 


African are the most popular Ameri- 
can breeds of geese, the -first two 
greatly leading the others. 
Occasion- 


ally the eggs are used for cooking, but 
generally geese are kept only for meat 
and feather production. 
Practically 


all the geese in this' country are raised 
In small flocks on general farms, some 
men making a specialty of collecting 
large numbers of geese and fatten- 
ing them for a few weeks before they 
are killed. 
As grass makes up the 


bulk of feed for geese, it is doubj> . 
ful whether it pays to raise them un-
